The prizes will be awarded to the authors of the essays 
deemed to be the best sent in from the respective groups, 
but if no essay received from a group is considered 
deserving of a prize no prize will be awarded in respect of 
that group. The essay, which must not exceed 5,000 words, 
should be clinical in nature, and must include concise notes 
of three cases personally observed by the student. Essays 
should be plainly written or typed on foolscap paper (one 
side only), and must reach the Medical Secretary, British 
Medical Association House, Tavistock Square, W.C.1, not 
later than January 14th, 1928. Each essay must be signed 
by a pseudonym only, and be accompanied by a signed 
and dated statement that the essay has been the bona-fide 
work-of the competitor and that he or she has not yet 
Passed. the final professional examination, together with 
particulars of his or her full name, pseudonym, address, 


and medical school. The essays received will be adjudicated 
on by examiners appointed by the Council from among 
members of the Association not resident in the area of the 
particular group. The decision of the Council will be final. 

Notices as to the competition have been sent to the deans 
of the medical schools with a request for their exhibition 
on the notice boards, as well as to those hospitals concerned 
with the education of medical students, and to the honorary 
secretaries of the Divisions and Branches of the Association 
in whose areas the respective schools are situated. 


Subject for Essay, 1929. 

The subject for the essay for similar prizes to be awarded 
in March, 1929 (essays to be received by mid-January, 1929), 
will be: ‘‘ The symptoms and sequelae of encephalitis 
lethargica, with their appropriate treatment.’”’ Further 
particulars of the 1929 competition will be announced in 
due course.

Correspondence. 


Disciplinary Procedure. 

Sir,—I have been reading with great interest the annual 
report of ‘the Insurance Acts Committee (SupPLEMENT, August 
20th, p. 106) on the subject of disciplinary procedure and note 
that many minor grievances are likely to be redressed. Unless 
I have net read ihe report correctly, its many words retuer 
tend to conceal the fact that the biggest grievance of all is 
left untouched. I refer to the procedure adopted to determine 
the appropriate penalty in cases which have been investigated 
by an inquiry committee under Part VI of the Regulations. 

Perhaps I may be allowed to recite what now happens. 
The practitioner accused of some major delinquency is first 
heard by the Medical Service Subcommittee, the evidence not 
being on oath and often being very vague and diffuse. This 
Committee reports to the Insurance Committee for the county, 
which then becomes the prosecutor, and on its motion a court 
of inquiry is convened. Before this court the practitioner is 
arraigned. A barrister is in the chair, evidence is given on 
oath, and every attempt is made to give a fair hearing so far 
as the Minister allows. This is not very far, for the practi- 
tioner may not bring evidence of the way in which he ordinarily 
conducts his practice, nor may the court state whether he is 
or is not guilty, or whether there are features in the case which 
might move them, if permitted, to add to their report recom- 
mendations of any kind. The report of the inquiry committee 
is then referred to another committee (which for convenience 
I will cail the Star Chamber), which is composed of Ministry 
officials and sits in private. This committee hears any new 
evidence which may come along from either side, and even 
hears expert evidence quite unknown to the practitioner—for 
example, expert evidence as to what is or is not suggestive 
of diphtheria or appendicitis, etc. This Star Chamber advises 
the Minister as to penalty. Sometimes he takes its advice, 
sometimes not. In the latter case he acts on his own initiative 
and imposes whatever penalty he sees fit. This is no exaggera- 
ticn, and the Insurance Acts Committee no doubt knows the 
cases which are hinted at. 

The above is the procedure to which the profession has taken 
chief objection. After the most careful study of the Insurance 
Acts Committee report I can find no certain evidence that 
this procedure is to be altered in any particular. One may, 
however, infer that occasionally in such cases the Star Chamber 
committee will be reinforced by one or more members taken 
from a list prepared by the Insurance Acts Committee. That 
is the utmost suggested, and the Minister is careful to state 
that he will not take the names on this list in rotation, and it 
also appears doubtful whether any part of the case which has 
a quasi-legal flavour will be permitted to be discussed. 

It is exceedingly difficult to see in what way the profession 
will be assisted by this shadow of a remedy. Even if the Star 
Chamber committee does include a member of the Insurance 
Acts Committee it will stil! be permitted to hear new evidence 
unknown to the practitioner. The Insurance Acts Committee 
member will not be in a position to object to what his very 
presence on the committee already condones. And what of the 
Insurance Committee or the appreved society concerned? If we 
have a right to representatives sent to see that there is fair play 
to the practitioner, can we deny their right to similar _repre- 
sentatives sitting to safeguard the insured person? Let us 
imagine a sitting of this Star Chamber committee. It will 
comprise a certain number of perfectly honest men—medical 
men—trying to do their best. They will have before them the 
report of the Medical Service Subcommittee, usually anything 
but judicial. Also the report of the Insurance Committee— 
frankly hostile majorities are not unknown on these committees 
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Alse the report on the case from the inquiry committee. This 
latter will probably be rather full and informative, but will 
necessarily lack that intangible evidence which every witness 
gives by his demeanour under examination, and will also lack 
any suggestion of what the court felt about the merits of the 
case. The Star Chamber committee will get to work, and 
presently some member will say, ‘‘ Well, if that had been my 
ease I should have done so-and-so.” Perhaps the others will 
agree and the practitioner is forthwith condemned as guilty. 
The Star Chamber committee will know nothing of how that 
practitioner usually conducts his practice and of what particular 
set of circumstances led him to do what he actually did in this 
— case. They will not be able to estimate the credi- 
ility of witnesses. Since there is no lawyer on this committee 
they will not even know what fairly constitutes evidence and 
what does not. It is difficult to see that the addition of an 
Insurance Acts Committee representative will affect these facts. 


He must needs work under the same limitations. Such a 


representative might be useful if the profession suspected any 
deliberate villainy on the part of Star se committees, but 
as far as I know the profession does not impute villainy, but 
does impute ignorance of judicial procedure, and does say thai 
grave injustice has resulted from this ignorance. 

Beyond this committee stands the Minister. To-day we have 
one Minister of whom we can fairly remark that he was never 
a friend of doctors. To-morrow we may have a Minister who 
depends for his position on the organized favour of approved 
societies, and whose political development has proceeded to the 
point of wishing to exterminate the professional classes as 
peculiarly typical representatives of the hated middle classes. 
1f it be not so well developed as that, we may still have a 
Minister whose judicial development has proceeded under the 
aegis of the red flag and the gespel ef class consciousness. 

How will the Star Chamber committee protect us in this case? 

We are, I venture to suggest, in this respect no further on 
than we were at the last Panel Conference. We are still 
exposed to the chances which sway the individual mind. We 
may still find one of our number staggering under the burden 
of a £500 fine—without appeal or remedy. It was an incident 
of this sort which first aroused us. Is anything whatever done 
to prevent it happening again? 

There remain only two possible remedies. First, that the 
Minister should permit his judicial functions to develve avon 
a tribunal in which we may have confidence within the four 
walls of the department. That is possible. Failing that, we 
must still demand appcal to the Courts. That, at least, remains 
my humble opinion.—I am, ete.,

Contract Practice and Contributory Schemes. 

Sir,—Contract practice of pernicious type seems to be in- 
creasing under the name of ‘‘ contributory schemes.’’ I have 
before me a set of rules by which contributors of 2d. per week 
are entitled to in-patient treatment and maintenance, and the 
income limit is: for a single man or woman, £4 each a week; 
married couple without children, £5 a week; married couple 
with children, £6 a week. It is not clear from the rules whether 


the contract is made with the management committee of the 


hospital or with the medical and surgical staff; but as treatment 
and maintenance are to be given I presume both committee and 
staff are parties to the contract. If the 2d. is divided by two, 
there is ld. a week for treatment! Wherein does this differ 
from the old club rates against which we waged such continuous 
warfare? And have the members of the medical and surgical 
staff considered the effect which such valuation of their services 
will have on the capitation grant when the next revision of 
panel work is taken in hand? 

If such contract practice is not vigorously opposed and 
defeated we may take it for granted that ere long all the 
honorary staffs of all hospitals will be ‘‘ on the panel,’’ and 
many will regret that the resolution re derogatory conditions 
was ever rescinded. Fortunately I am personally beyond the 
effects of the possibilities of contributory schemes, but I am 
very apprehensive of the future of many of my younger 
colleagues.—I am, etc., 


August 22nd. AN OLD PRacTITIONER. 


The National Insurance Drug Fund. 

Sirn,—That ‘‘the Minister of Health has undertaken that 
during its currency the annual sum available shall not be less 
than 2s. 93d. for each insured person concerned ’’ (I quote 
from your leading article of August 20th, p. 315) will give the 
rural panel practitioner who dispenses gor ail his insured 
patients ‘‘ furiously to think,” I do not doubt. 

No mention of fe is made in your leader nor in the com- 
munication of the Minister, and I would like to hear now how 
this will affect him. From January Ist of this year he was 
given an additional 3d. a head, making a total of 2s. 3d., 
which is 63d. below what it is now decided shall be the figure 


for the pharmacists, who have always been more favourably 
meg than the doctor who does all his own dispensing. They 
ave for long held the view that the original 2s. was inadequate, 
and this was ultimately proved by those who kept records of 


dispensing and accounts; and I remember in the early days of 


the Insurance Act, when we rural men began to inquire about 
mileage, which was strictly confined to mountain, moorland, 


and fen districts, it was asserted by the framers of the Act 


that the money we got for drugs might well cover what we 
were losing on travelling! I have over and over again pointed 
out that there can be no comparison between the chemist and 
the man who dispenses for all his patients. We dispense at 
all hours; the chemist does not. He buys in a cheaper market 
and in larger quantities. For instance, I notice in the Drug 
Tariff, elastic web bandage 24 in. wide can be bought at 6.8d. 
a yard. I cannot buy it under 1s. Again, rubber catheters are 
8.5d., but I have to pay 1s. 6d. Open wove bandages 4 in. wide 
are 3.2d. each in the tariff, but I pay 4s. 6d. a dozen, and 
3 in. plaster-of-Paris bandages 5 yards long are priced at 1s. 5d., 
but F per nearer 2s. do not know where these cheap 
things can be got. The dispensing man, as a rule, finds all 
his bottles, and does not charge for them as the chemist does ; 
neither has the latter to pack bottles for the post, ete., 
and pay carriage, a thing the rural men are doing every day. 
Simply because in a large number of cases it is an old and 
honoured custom, and because they treat their insured patients 
in exactly the same way and in the same spirit that they treat 
their. private patients; consequently those who carry out 
the spirit and intentions of the Act have done so at a loss 
in so far as the drugs and dispensing are concerned. I hold, 
too, that our time is more valuable than the chemists’, and 
our dispensing is often done late at night after a hard day’s 
work ; lastly, the great drug consumers in our practices are the 
insured.—I am, etc.,
